years of age. 

Wright had been convicted 
for throwing the rock whith

In their appeal, Riehl and 
Serrott cited eight assign- 
ments of error in Radcliffe’s rul- 
ing and asked the court to 
reverse Wright's conviction.

AMES, !A-Evoking the word 
of biblical prophecy, a Black 
South African church leader 
defied his country’s laws July 1 
and told the United Church of 
Christ's 15th General Synod 
the time has come for Ameri- 
gan_companies to withdraw 
their investments from his 
homeland. 

“Even though we will be told 
that such words are treason,” 
said the Rev. Dr. Allan Boesak, 
“we shall have to say, as we did 
at the South African Council of 
Churches, that the time has 
come for the church to call for 
action for economic pressure, 
including disinvestment.” 

- Boesak, who is senior vice 
president of the South African 
Council of Churches, said the 
Council had called for disinv- 


estment by foreign companies | 


at a meeting in late June. His 
address to the highest deliber- 
ative body of the 1.7 million 
member United Church of 
Christ here was Boesak’s first 
speech in the United States 
since that action.

“Wt is true that it is treason to 
say that,” he said. “lam now 
decided and the church is now 
decided that if South Africa's 
people must suffer so need- 
lessly, we the church cannot be 
silent any longer. If there are 
risks to be taken, we must take 
those risks. If there is pain, we 
must endure pain.” ;

Aneatly dressed 39-year-old 
with a short Afro haircut, 
Boesak told reporters he is 
officially classified a “Colored” 
in his native land. 

The United Church of Christ 
is a 1957 union of the Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed Church and 
the Congregational Christian 
Churches, Its general synod 
meets biennially to set policy 
for the denomination. Dele- 
gates to the most recent ses- 
sion numbered about 700. 


On july 2, the day following 
Boésak's speech, a resolution 
calling for divestiture of 
investments in firms doing bus- 
iness with South Africa was 
passed by an overwhelming 
margin. 

The disinvestment will affect 
about $100 to $150 million of 
the denomination’s approxi- 
mately $700 miilion stock port- 
folio. Accompanying the two- 
year divestiture process will be 
a campaign of “economic 
pressure” to encourage the 
white minority government of 
South Africa to abandon its 
apartheid policies.

SWSh USGS CPPS at 
Casey, who rated her a “zero” 
in management experience 
and elections knowledge. After 


she was appointed to the 
board, Casey as chairman 
offered her a salary of $30,000- 
$3,275 less than her Republi- 
can assistant director, Jack 
McKitrick. After the Office of 
Community Relations of the 
U.S. Department of Justice 
intervened in the dispute, 
Casey raised his offer to 
$32,500, but Copeland with- 
drew her name from considera- 
tion for the post, alleging that 
Casey had perpetrated a “dou- 
ble standard” in his treatment 
of Blacks and women in the 
workforce. 

The Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission is currently investigat- 
ing to determine whether it has 
jurisdiction in the case, and 
may do a further investigation 
on its own. 

Adding fuel to the fire is the 
decision by the board to grant 
a $1750 increase to Romire-- 
only two weeks after he was 
appointed director. Although 
he was hired at the same salary 
that Copeland refused-- 
$32,500--his salary was raised 
quickly to a level exceeding 
McKitrick’s. Other long-term 
employees were also given 
merit increases but these 
increases were in the range of 
$200-$600 per year, Casey 
said. 

Casey expressed “concern” 
about the Board's decision, 
arguing that such an increase
